C2 Ambassador to Spain, in 
order to silence criticism of 
our government by those who hold 
that Protestants have been perse- 
cuted in Spain, was instructed to 
tell Franco that “the Protestant 
and Jewish minorities in Spain 
should have absolute religious 
freedom in all rites.” 


We have quoted, time and again, 
unprejudiced people who have vis- 
ited Spain and made a very dili- 
gent inquiry into persecution, and 
who returned home declaring that 
they found none of it. About 
Jews, a Jewish Congressman also 
visited Spain to see how things 
were faring with the people of his 
religion and race. He gave the 
Franco Government a clean bill of 
health, and noted that the Jews, at- 
tending many synagogues, were 
quite satisfied with the religious 
liberty accorded them.

Protestants who are asking for

From A Psychiatrist 


URING the last Lenten season 

there was syndicated to many 
papers a series of articles whose 
authors expressed the help and 
comfort they have frequently re- 
ceived during prayer. Some of 
them believed that it is helpful to 
any one to participate in. public 
worship, thus sharing in the pray- 
ers of others, and deriving emo- 
tional benefits from the ritual em- 
ployed. Others spoke not so much 
about the value of prayer towards 
the promotion of spiritual life, but 
about its effect on the nerves. A 
professor was quoted as defending 
prayer because of its therapeutic 
value and observed: “Hymns re- 
duce anxiety, alleviate a sense of 
guilt, strengthen inner resolves, 
bring comfort and divert self pre- 
occupation.” 

A psychiatrist told of the rela- 
tion of his profession to religion. 
The effects which the psychiatrist 
hopes to achieve are physicial and 
mental, while the first object of 
prayer is to worship God, to thank 
Hlim, to make reparation for the 
violation of His laws, and to peti- 
tion Him first for spiritual and 
secondly for temporal assistance.

Sometimes she has helped to 
clear up some misunderstandings, 
too. One such point—and it still 
confuses some Catholics—is the 
real meaning of “Immaculate Con- 
ception” and “The Assumption.” 
It was The Assumption which was 
solemnly defined as a dogma of our 
Faith just last year. It teaches that 
the body of Mary was assumed— 
taken up—into heaven, and was not 
left here on earth to corrupt. 

The Immaculate Conception is 


the statement that Mary was con-| 


ceived wthout original sin on, her 
soul. This unique honor means that 
she came into the world without 
sin, and remained in that state all 
her life. 

It was 24 years before that dog- 
ma was solemnly defined by the 
Church that Mary herself appeared 
and helped us to understand it. The 
time was 1830; the city was Paris;

You do not distinguish between 
the Eucharist as a Sacrifice and as 
a Sacrament. At the Last Supper 
I offered it as a Sacrifice, and the 
separate consecration of bread into 
‘My body and of wine into M 
blood was to represent My deat 
which mystically takes place in 
the Mass. ; 

When I said “take ye and eat; 
drink ye all of it,” I was speaking 
to the Apostles alone, who were to 
perpetuate My mystical immola- 
tion which, early in the Christian 
Church, began to be known as the 
Mass. Prior to that it was referred 
to as “the breaking of the bread,” 
while there was nothing whatso- 
ever said about the wine. My Apos- 
tles and all their successors down 
to the present time do receive the 
consecrated elements. under both 
forms, because *the things sacri- 
ficed must be consumed for the 
completion of the sacrifice. 


CHRIST: Yes, it was the preval- | 
ent custom for the people who at-| 
tended Mass to receive in that way.

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Hangchow Catholics Forced To Hear 


Recording Of Archbishop's Crimes’ 


a Kong —(NC)— The Cath- 
olics of Hangchow were summoned 
to the cathedral to listen to a tape 
recording of Archbishop Jean Jo- 
'seph Deymier reading a list of his 
| “crimes” after expulsion from Red 
| China. 

| News of this Red device to turn 
‘the Catholics against their Arch- 
| bishop has now reached here. 
Archbishop Deymier, Vincentian 
missionary from La Reole, France, 
‘was expelled by the Reds on May 
(29 and arrived here June 1. He re- 
lated that before he was ousted he 
was summoned to police headquar- 
ters. Red officials handed him a 
list of “crimes” and ordered him to 
read them aloud. 


The Archbishop protested that 
he could not read Chinese fluently 
and denied any basis for the accu- 
‘sations. Nevertheless he was forced 
to read the list from beginning to 
end without comment. 


| Without his knowledge the Reds 

made a tape recording of the read- 
ing and then played it back to 
Hangchow Catholics as the “volun- 
tary confession” of the Archbishop. 
Catholics were rounded up by po- 
lice to listen to the record the night 
after the prelate was expelled. 

Four days later the police called 
another meeting of Catholics “to 
elect a committee to administer 
the archdiocese.” 

The Chekiang Daily, communist 
newspaper of Hangchow, stated 
that “300 believers” were present, 
and listed the names of the seven 
members appointed to the com: 
mittee, 

The committee, poerea to the 
communist organ, is headed by an 


old man who formerly had herded 
cows for the-Catholic hospital. Two 
other committee members are 
cripples who had been befriended 
by the nuns and did odd chores 
a - 


ut the hospital. 


The fourth name on the list is 
that of a “believer” who had not 


been seen in church by the Arch- 
bishop for the past 30 years. The 
rest of the committee is composed 
of former orphans who were also 
living in the hospital through the 
charity of the Sisters. This grou 
has been recognized by the J wm. g 
ties as the “Catholic Church of the 
Archdiocese of Hangchow.” 


Efforts to press loyal Catholics 
into the Service of the “reformed 
Church” have been uniformly un- 
successful, reports indicate. One 
representative Catholic was invited 
by the communists to wear the 
cappa magna of the Archbishop at 
a later meeting called for the Cath- 
olics. He laughed off the “invita- 
tion,” pointing out that he was a 
married man with three children.
